KUEBLER, and is based upon the asserted loss of $61~.10, sustained in con-

nection with the ownership of a stock interest in Compania Litografica de

H~bana, S.A. (Havana Lithographing Company), hereinafter referred to as

H~v~na Lithog~aphing.

losses resulting from the nationalization, expropria-
tion, intervention or other t~king o£, or special
measures directed against, property including any
rights or interests therein owned wholly or partially,
directly or indirectly at the time by nationals of the
United States.

Section 502(3) of the Act provides:

The term ’proper~y’ means any property, right or inter-
es~ £ncludingany leasehold in~ere~, ~nd debts owed by
the Government of Cuba or by enterprises which have been
nationalized, expropriated, intervened or taken by the



Government of Cuba and debts which are a charge on prop-
erty which has been nationalized, expropriated, intervened,
or taken by the Government of Cuba.

On the basis of evidence of record, the Commission finds that claimant is,

and since prior to October 13, 1960, has been, the owner of i00 shares of com-

mon stock of Havana Lithographing. The certificate representing the shares in

question is No. CLHC 5264.

On October 13, 1960, the Government of Cuba published Law 890 in its

Official Gazette, which listed as nationalized Compania Litografica de la

Habana~ S.A. Accordingly, the Commission finds that Havana Lithographing was

nationalized by the Government of Cuba on October 13, 1960, and that claimant’s

interest in the enterprise.was taken on that date.

In determining the value of the interest owned by claimant in Havana

Lithographing, the Co~mission has considered an unaudited balance sheet, with

supporting schedules, as of July 31, 1960, an affidavit of the former President

~f Havana Lithographing~ appraisals and valuations of the assets of the corpora-

tion prepared in 1960 and !96~, and insurance values for all assets. On the

basis of all the evidence of record, the Commission finds that $i~356,012.12 is

~̄:~.e amc, unt that would have been available at the time of loss for distribution

the 540,218 shares of common stock issued by the Havana Lithographing.

The Commission thus conc!udes that the dc!!ar loss sustained in connection with

the ownership of a common stock interest in Havana Lithographing was $2.51 per

share of common stock issued and held at the time of loss.     (Se~ Claim of

Accordingly, in the instant claim~ the Commission finds that claimant~ as

heider of i00 shares of the common stock of Havana Lithographing, suffered a

loss in the amount of $251.00, within the meaning of Title V c.f the Act~ as a

result of the nationalization of Havana Lithographing by the Government of Cuba

on October 13, 1960.

The Commission has decided that in certification of losses on claims deter-

mined pursuant to Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949,

as amended, interest should be included at the rate of 6% per annum from the

Oate of less to the date of settlement. (See the Claim of Lisle Corporation,

FCSC Claim No. CU-0644.)
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Accordingly, the Commission concludes that the amount ~.f~ loss sustained
